NO TARIFF-TINKERING IS DESIRABLE. 


Additional Failures Reported— National Banks 


in Louisville and Milwaukee Suspend. 
The Cashier of a Defunct Texas 
Bank Commits Suicide.

NEW YORK, July 25.—(By the Asso- 
ciated Press.) The World prints the 
following letter from ex-Secretary of 
the Treasury Foster, reply to 
a request for an opinion as 
to what the extra session will 
acco@iplish: “You ask what Con- 
gress will do? As the team is a very 
wild one, composed of all kinds of 
material, much of it unbroken, and 
more of it badly trained, it is quite 
uncertain whether they can be so 
groomed and fed as to enable a skill- 
ful and really able driver to success- 
fully avoid the quicksand and to round 
curves and surmount the obstacles 
that abound in the road, so as to bring 
it into the haven desired. 

“It is alleged that Bourke Cockran 
said during the late campaign that the 
platform was made ‘to get in on, not 
to stand on.’ This view of party obli- 
gations will probably be accepted. I 
guess that the House will adopt the 
rules and rulings that prevailed dur- 
ing ‘Czar’ Reed’s speakership, anc ‘vill 
in some form, after prolouyed, 
exciting struggle, repeal the purchasing 
clause of the Sherman law, with some 
kind of a substitute expressed in an 


‘} act or agreed to be passed afterward, 


to which the Senate, after another ex- 
citing struggle, will probably agree. 

“After, a sesion of eight or _ ten 
months some kind of a moderate 
tariff act will be passed without much 
resemblance to the platform. What 
Ought to be done? Repeal the pur- 
chasing clause of the Sherman act, re- 
tain and strengthen, if necessary, the 
elause requiring the Secretary to main- 
tain the parity of gold and silver; re- 
quire the Secretary to keep a gold re- 
serve of $100,000,000 for old legal tenders 
and also gold é¢qual to 20 per cent. of 
the treasury notes issued for purchased 
bullion; authorize the issue of silver 
certificates for bullion only to be. put 
in circulation as treasury notes are re- 
tired; authorize the issue of 3 per 
cent. bonds as preferable to the bonds 
now at the command of the Secretary; 
increase the revenues fo as to enable 
the Secretary to increase his gold to 
a point indicated without the sale of 
bonds; liberalize the national banking 
law by permitting banks to issue notes 
up to par or bonds to an amount equal 
to the capital and surplus, and reduce 
the tax one-half. As, in my opinion, 
the prospective action of Congress on 
the tariff is doing more to impair 
values and destroy confidence than all 
else, I would have it promptly declare 
that it would not legislate on this sub- 
ject.”’ 


IN INDIANAPOLIS. 


A United States Depository Closes, Tying Up 
a Small Amount. 

INDIANAPOLIS, July 25.—(By the 
Associated Press.) The Bank of Com- 
merce did not open its doors this morn- 
ing. nor did the Indianapolis National 
Bank. 

A statement of the Indianapolis Na- 
tional Bank made July 12 shgwed re- 


sources, $2,313,154; liabilities: due de- 
positors, $1,194,586; United. States de- 
posits, $193,100; deposits of United 


States disbursing officers, $106,900: due 
other national banks, $146,403; due State 
banks, $73,579; notes and bills redis- 
counted, $51,137; bills payable, $58,000; 
capital stock, $300,000; surplus, $100,000: 
undivided profits, $44,448. The Indian- 
apolis National Bank was considered 
one of the strongest banks in the city, 
and was a designated depository of the 
United States. 

President Theodore Haughey last 
night consulted with other banks, havy- 
ing previously secured $50,000 to tide 
him over yesterday. He said the fail- 
ures at Louisville and New Albany had 
aggravated the local situation, and it 
wa’ thought best to suspend. 

While the Indianapolis National Pank 
was a United States depository, but 
$3439 of its funds was tied up. Cashier 
Rexford was asked if the withdrawal 
of funds by the country banks was not 
largely responsible for the suspension. 
“The stringency of the times,”’ he re- 
plied, “has greatly reduced those bal- 
ances. At this time of the year, they 
have heretofore been large." 

The real trouble of the Bank of Com- 
began at the failure of the 
Premier Stee! Company. There have 
been drafts on the bank ever since 
then. The publication of Depauw’s 
failure hurried things along. The fail- 
ure of the Indianapolis National Bank 
shut off their chances of getting help, 
and the bank had to close. The in- 
deLtedness is said to be $150,000.

Milwaukee Citizens Surpriscd at the Failure 
of an Old Bank. 
MILWAUKEE, July 25.—(By the As- 
sociated Press.) The Wisconsin Marine 
and Ftre Insurance Company's Bank 


closed its doors this morning. The peo- 
had—become imbued with the idea 


that this old bank was a Gibraltar of 
finance, and could not credit the report 
that it was closed>’ It was the general 
belief, that when all other banking in- 
stitutions disappeared from the face of 
the earth, the bank which Alexander 
Mitchell founded would continue to do 
business at the old stand. Cashier 
Murphy says that the bank has been 
subjected to a heavy strain, and the 
end was inevitable, but that the bank 
is not insolvent, and a little time to 
meet every liability is all that is 
needed. 

Washington Becker was appointed re- 
ceiver. The city of Milwaukee has 


$1,600,000 in the bank, and will probably | 
have to temporarily suspend payment. | 


The bank was the depository of the 
Chicago, Milwaukee and St. Paul Rail- 
road, and arrangements have been made 
for the payment of checks drawn on 
that bank by the Wisconsin National 
Bank. 

The bank commonly known as Mit- 
chell’s bank has failed. A notice on 
the door says they closed on account of 
the monetary stringency. A statement 
on July 1 places the resources at 
$8,946,241; liabilities due depositors, 
$7,870,504; due to others, $500,000. The 
bank has a capital of $500,000, of which 
John L. Mitchell holds $313,300, David 
Ferguson $166,600, Washington Becker 
$20,000 and J. B. Murphy $100,000. The 
undivided profits are $75,841. 

As a consequence of the failures, runs 
were at once started on a number of 
other banks, but at each the large de- 
positors came to their assistance, and 
the officers asstizret] interested 
that they were perfectly safe. The 
general opinion is that the worst is 
past. 


THE ERIE. 
Placed in the Receiver’s Hands to Protect Its 
Interests. 

NEW YORK, July 25.—(By the Asso- 
sociated Press.) The World says that 
the Erie Railroad Company today went 
intothe hands of a receiver. John 
King and J. G. McCullough were named 
by Judge Lacombe of the United States 
Circuit Court. The Erie’s credit has 
been savagely attacked in Wall street, 
of late, owing to the mixed con- 
dition of its finances. Under a 
resolution of the board of airectors, the 
Executive Committee met today and 
adopted resolutions placing the road in 
the hands of receivers purely in the in- 
terest of the road and its creditors. 

During the prevailing financial strin- 
gency it was impossible to renew the 
floating debt, and in order not to sacri- 
fice the best interests of the company 
and to preserve the system intacta 
receivership was decided upon.

CLEVELAND, Jaly 25.—(By the As- 
sociated Press.) A World's Fair excur- 
sion train on the Pittsburgh and West- 
ern road was wrecked near Akron this 
morning. Three coaches were de- 
railed and thrown over an embankment. 
In all, twenty-one persons were se- 
riously hurt, three being fatally in- 
jured. Physicians were at once sent 
from Akron, and the injured were taken 
to the hospital in that city.

Admiral Humann’s Fleet Bound for Its Des- 
tination—Fear That Natives May Riot 
in Bangkok—The King De- 
lines to Cede.

PARIS, July 25.—(By Cable and As- 
sociated Press.) Yesterday's announce- 
ment that France would notify the 
powers of her intention to blockade the 
coast of Siam was premature. They 
had not been notified yet. A confer- 
ence between the Foreign Office and 
the British Ambassador, on the Siam- 
ese question, will be held tomorrow. 

A Cabinet council was held today, at 
the conclusion of which a semit-official 
statement was issued to the effect that 
in conformity with the unanimous vote 
of the Senate and Chamber the govern- 
ment had taken such measures to safe- 
of 
France as were considered, from the 
Siamese reply to the French ultima- 
tum; to have been rendered necessary. 

PAVIiE LEAVES. 

BANGKOK, July 25.—M. Pavie, the 
French Minister, started down the river 
this afternoon on the warship Incon- 
stante, accompanied by the warships 
Lutin and Comete. 
city. The Saigon division of the 
French fleet, commanded by Admiral 
Humann, sailed today for the Gulf of 
Siam. 

LONDON ADVICES. 

LONDON, July 25.—In the Commons 
today, the Conservatives worried the 
government with many minute ques- 
tions as to what was being done in 
Siam to care for British interests. Sir 
Edward Gray said that Great ftritain 
had received from France a verbal no- 
tice of an intent to blockade the Siam- 
esc coast. The British government 
would see to the protection of British 
subjyects and their property. 

Further communications he might 
make to the House must depend upon 
communications now passing between 
Great Britain and France. 

The Times’ Bangkok —correspondent 
Says great uncertainty prevails as to 
what will happen if the blockade 
begins tomorrow. British residents 
will meet the British Minister to- 
morrow \to complete measures for 
defense in case the dangerous classes, 
deprived by the blockade of employ- 
ment, attempt to rise and loot the 
city. It has been arranged already 
that landing parties from the foreign 
gunboats shall occupy strategic points. 

The Siamese will probably also quar- 
ter a detachment of troops in the moat 
populous sections. The government 
has issued a proclamation warning the 
populace to behave peacably and re- 
frain from attacking foreigners. A 
late dispatch to the Times from a semi- 
official source says that at 11 o'clock 
the French vessels passed the mouth of 
the Menam River and exchanged salutes 
with the Siamese forts. The Paris cor-

Hawaiian Isles. 


The Diseased Outlaws Have Now 
Been Captured. 


The Provisional Government Still

the skirmishers were within forty feet 


of the ledge, when two shots were fired | 


simultaneously. Private Anderson was 
shot through the body. His body ‘was 
recovered the next day some distance 
from where he was shot. The wound 
had been plugged with fern leaves. 
LEPERS SURRENDER. 

On the morning of July 5 another ad- 
vance was made, in which, Private Mc- 
Cabe, a veteran’ of the Ninth Rhode 
Island Regiment, was shot and in- 
stantly killed by lepers, and Private 
Herschberg was accidentall killed by 
the discharge of his gun. One of the 
men, Johnson by name, barely escaped 
with his life by losing his footing and 
rolling down the steep hillside over six 
hundred feet. On that day and the 


-~next, Krupp field guns were dragged up 


the divide and an attempt was made to 
shell the lepers’ stronghold. During 
the day leper spies were sent up, and 
were so successful in treating with the 
lepers that Koolau had induced to join 
him that by night, after the firing had

except Koolau, his wife and child. The 
boy is a leper, but the wife is not. 

In the official report sent to Honolulu 
it was stated that Koolau would likely 
escape into the mountains back of the 
valley.

Britain’s Aged Premier Attacks 
Chamberlain. _ 


The Irish Magna Charta Still Under Discus- 
sion—The Government Denounced 
for Truckling to the 
Nationalists.

LONDON, July 25.—(By Cable and 
Associated Press.) In the Commons 
this evening the committee of the whole 
continued the discussion of.the financial 
+ proposition: of the Home-rule Bill. 
John Redmond, leader of the Parnell- 
ites, moved an amendment that the 
Irish legislature should receive immedi- 
ate control of the Irish taxes as pro- 
posed originally by Gladstone, instead 
of being forcéd to leave the taxes in 
the hands of the British for six years, 
as stipulated in the new clause. Glad- 
stone said the government could not ac- 
cept the amendment, and after some 
acrimonious debate it was rejected. 

Then Joseph Chamberlain moved to 
make permanent the provisional ar- 
rengemcecnt thatthe taxcs shuuld ve 
collected for six vears by the imperial 
government. In speaking to the mo- 
tion, Chamberlain denounced the gov- 
ernment for truckling to the National- 
ists. When Gladstone rose to reply the 
House was filled. Gladstone began by 
comparing Chamberlainés attitude to- 
ward the bill with the proverbial atti- 
tude of the devil’s advocate, whose 
function it was toseize eagerly on every 
human failing and to misconstrue ev- 
-erything capable of misconstruction. 
This fling at Chamberlain pleased the 
Irish members immensely. 

After repelling the charge that the 
Irish might eventually do as they 
pleased under the provisions of the bill 
and that it, in reality, settled nothing, 
the Premier, in a voice of anger, said: 
“The right honorable gentleman has 
brought into public life the policy of 


utmost confidence in his own infalli- 
bility, ascribing to men who have the 
right to stand on the same level with 
him, who were at one time his colleagnes 
and supposed to be his friends, motives 
for their acts which they indignantly 
disclaim. (Prolonged cheers.) 

“By what right of infallibility is he 
enabled to pronounce on the state of 
things in Ireland six years hence? Irish 
members in the House now number 1038, 
yet nobody will contend that they are 
omnipotent. They will return in di- 
minished number after the passage of 
the bill. Yet we hear argument that

Fight Between Union and 
Non-nion Seamen. 


The Crew of the Cosmopolis in

The commission then went into com- 
mittee of the whole, for the purpose of 
hearing the Bosqui charges.

Bosqui said that he would like to have 
a stenographer present and take notes 
on the evidence offered.

Commissioner Bradish asked Officer 
Steele tostate in detail the circum- 
stances under which Mr. Bosqui was 
claimed to have been intoxicated, and 
then let Mr. Bosqui ask him what ques- 
tions he wished. 

Officer Steele then related that on the 
17th of March in question he (Steele) 
went to the station at about 8 vo’clock 
in the evening, and, on arriving there, 
heard some of the officers ask, *‘Where 
did Bosqui getthat jag’?”? A few min- 
utes later he saw Mr. Bosqui, in com- 
pany with two other men, walk diagon- 
aliv across the street toward the Hol; 
lenbeck. He sawthat Bosqui was very 
drunk and that he staggered. The men 
seemed to be bracing him up. This 
happened at 8 o’clock ora little later. 

Jonn R. Purvis was called next. He 
stated that at the time of the alleged 
occurrence he was at the cigar store on 
the corner of Spring and Second streets 
furthest from the police station. He 
saw Bosqui walk across the street and 
could see that he staggered. Witness 
admitted that it got dark- early in the 
evening at that time of the year, but 
held that he could see what he had just 
told of.

The visitor presented a 
document which he carefully folded so 
as to expose Only the place for a signa- 
tnre, and asked witness to sign it.

(Brown) had known Bosqui for a long 
time, and could vouch for his good char- 
acter. Witness objected to signing any 
such paper until he could see its con- 
tents. It might, he said, be a promis- 
sory note, for allhe knew. The visitor 
urged strongly that it was all right, and 
asked witness to sign it right away, as 
he wanted to catch a train. Witness 
snatched the paper from the man’s 
hand, and on reading its contents found 
that the undersigned had xnown Bosqui 
for a long time, and had often seen him 
in a beastly state of intoxication. 

Commissioner Weldon objected to this 
statement being received as evidence 
on the gronnd that it had nothing to do 
with the question. 

Commissioner Bradish retorted that 
it had a great deal to do with the ques- 
tion. The evidence should not be 
choked off if he had to stay till mid- 
night to hear it. 

Officer Ditewig testified to having 
heard Steele make some remark about 
Bosqui being drunk. 

J. R. Morrison testified that on March 
17 he, in company with Bosqui, left the 
city on the 4 p. m. train for San Ber- 
nardino in search of amanand woman 
supposed to be there. They were in 
that town a little over an hour and then 
returned, reaching Los Angeles at 
10:30 o'clock. Bosqui reported for 
duty at 11 o’clock so that it would have 
been impossible for Bosqui to have 
been about the police station between 
8 and 9 o'clock on that evening as al- 
leged in the complaint. 

Bosqui then gave histestimony. He 
showed by his private memoranda that 
he was in San Bernardino on the 17th 


of March and detailed the circum- 


tances of his visit, which was borne out 
by the record at the police station. 

The .ex-officer proved a complete 
altbi, but still insisted that he could 
produce more witnesses, and, notwith- 
standing he had closed his case, he was 
allowed further time to produce his 
evidence.

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The Banks and the People. 

Attention has been called in The 
Times to the fact that the fruit inter- 
ests of the State are being materially 
affected by the stringency of the 
money market. ‘This is not because 
there is no money in the banks, for 
these institutions are probably carry- 
ing as much, if net more, actual coin 
than at any previous time, The rea- 
gon is that ‘the banks, except in a few 
instances, have refused to advance the 
canners any money. This extreme con- 
gservatism on the part of these fiduciary 
institutions is causing the canners and 
the growers no end of trouble, and 
May result disastrously to the fruit in- 
terests of the State. 

In previous years the banks have 
been in the habit of advancing money 
to the canners and taking their ware- 
house receipts as security. The can- 
ners would buy their fruit from the 
commission merchants or growers, and 
when it was canned the warehouse re- 
ceipts were deposited with the banks 
as security for moneys advanced. 

The canners complain that the banks 
have refused to advance money for the 
conduct of this unquestionably legiti- 
mate business. They insist that the 
banks, in not permitting money to go 
out to this industry, are straining a 
point as against legitimate banking, 
and are conducting their institutions 
more as clearing-houses than as com- 
mercial banks. 

Not only have the banks refused to 
advance money on warehouse receipts, 
but they have refused to accept drafts 
against purchasers of canned goods in 
the East, secured by bills of lading. 
That is, the banks have announced that 
they will accept these drafts against 
bills of lading only to a limited extent. 

These remarks apply more particu- 
Jariy to the banks of San Francisco. 
Banks in the fruit-growing regions of 
the State, which more fully realize the 
importance of that industry, have been 
more liberal in making advances. 

That energetic paper, the Sacramento 
Bee, has been discussing this question 
Very thoroughly. The Bee claims that 
the banks have in this matter precipi- 
tated an unnecessary and deplorable 
condition of things, because of individ- 
wal timidity, and DHecatise there was a 
Jack of co-operation among them. In 
the course of a long editorial on the 
subject, the Bee makes the following 
Buggestion of a remedy: 


‘Let the savings banks of each com- 
munity, and the State at large, agree 
among themselves that they will loan 
out their money on approved security 
now as at any other time; that they 
will notify the public that they are so 
doing in the public interests; that in 
the event of any threatened run, each 
and every savings bank will require the 
notice provided for by law, so that the 
prestige of no single bank need suffer: 
and let them all agree to stand by each 
other. 

“Under such a policy, within a month 
California would be as prosperous, as 
confident, and as full of new enter- 
prises as ever. And if a convention of 
bankers is necessary to accomplish the 
result indicated, let it be called at once 
in the State's interest.”’ 


It is a self-evident proposition that 
the proper object of a bank is to facili- 
tate business, not to become a hoard- 
ing-place for the circulating medium 
which is necessary for the carrying on 
of business. The leading industries of 
the Coast are at present seriously em- 
barrassed, owing to the policy which 
has been adopted by the banks: not 
only the fruit-growers, but the wheat- 
raisers, also, are in a dilemma. They 
have plenty of wheat, but do not know 
what to do with it, as they can raise 
no money on it. 

Such a condition has never before ex- 
isted in the State. When thé people see 
that the banks are becoming obstacles 
instead of conveniences, they will be 
apt to inquire very closely into the 
reason for this condition of affairs. The 
farmer is a necessity, the banker is, in 
a measure, a luxury. The bankers 
would do well to put their heads to- 
gether without delay, and devise some 
plan for meeting the producers of the 
State a little more than half way. 


Books by the Ton. 

People who have watched the wor- 
derful improvements which have been 
made in newspaper presses, by which 
bulky papers are printed, cut, pasted, 
folded and turned out almest quicker 
than the eve can follow them, have 
been expecting that there would soon 
be a like advance in the art of manu- 
facturing books. 

The perfected book manufacturing 
machine appears at length to have ar- 
rived. One of them is at full work in 
New York, turning out paper-covered 
novels by hundreds of thousands. The 
machine, as described, is a large web 
press, similar to the kind newspapers 
are printed on, but arranged to take 
curved electrotypes of each page of a 
book instead of a single large metal 
eylindrical «casting. There are two 
cylinders, on each of which 144 pages 
may be screwed, and: as the long strip 
of paper goes through first one side 
is printed and then the other, making 
it possible to print 288 pages at every 
revolution. The strip of paper, after 
being carried over rollers which dry 
the ink, is cut, folded and brought to- 
gether in the shape of a small volume, 
with. the edges all trimmed. Every 
time the great cylinder goes round e 
novel is printed, folded and trimmed, 
and 5000 of these dre turned ovt every 


hour, while, if it were necessary, 7000 
or 8008 might be the quota. 

From the printing press these books 
are carried to a little machine that 
looks like a seWing machine, and two 
wire stitches are taken in the back of 
each. The stitched volumes are then 
carried to the covering machine, where 
they are put side to side in a long 
feeding trough. At the end of this is a 
little compartment large enough to take 
a book, carried onan endless chain run- 
ning over wheels at each end; indeed, 
there are a series of little compart- 
ments on this chain, and, as the chain 
moves along, each one receives a book. 
As the book proceeds, a wheel running 
in a glue pot presses against its back, 
smearing it with glue. A little further 
along there is a pile of covers that 
comes up at just the right moment, 
leaving a cover sticking to the gluey 
back of the book. In this way fifty 
books can be covered every minute. 

It is evident that we are approaching 
a new era in the history of cheap litera- 
ture. Books will soon be sold in carload 
lots, at so much per hundred pounds, 
and we shall see dealers ordering a 
ton of assorted literature in the same 
manner that a mixed carload of fruit 
is now purchased. 

There are some people who are in- 
clined to doubt whether this wonderful 
cheapening of the price of books is al- 
together an unmixed blessing. Things 
are generally valued in proportion to 
the difficulty of obtaining them. In 
olden times, when learned monks spent 
laborious years in writing great tomes 
upon vellum, books were considered so 
precious were kept under 
‘lock and key, and were valued at a 
prince’s ransom, and were sometimes 
made the subject of international treat- 
ies. Now we have reached the other 
extreme, and books are about the 
cheapest product of civilization, It 
sometimes seems as if people nowa- 
days valued them less on that account. 
There is certainly less of solid, steady 
reading, with a purpose, than there 
was a generation ago. With many, 
reading is a sort of mental dram- 
drinking. A sip is taken here and an- 
other there, resulting in temporary ex- 
hilaration, but no permanent nourish- 
ment of the brain. 

However, the age of cheap literature 
is with us, and it has come to stay. 
Whatever the few drawbacks of too 
promiscuous reading may be, none will 
deny that a free and independent liter- 
ature, accessible to all, is one of the 
strongest features of this government 
by the people. With papers and books 
in the hands of free voters there need 
be no fear but that the American peo- 
ple will do the right thing at the right 
time. 


It is curious upon what slight founda- 
tion wars are declared among the great 
European powers. Here we have a 
prospect of a general European rum- 
pus, all on account of some miserable 
little dispute in a far-off, half-civilized, 
Astitic region, which could ® easily 
settled by half an hour's quiet discus- 
sion of the subject, if the parties inter- 
ested desired to have it settled that 
way, but the trouble is that they don't— 
at least, the rulers do not. Besides that, 
there are the ambitions of the officers in 
those large standing armies, which are 


a constant menace to the peace of the 
continent. 


The forces of the provisional govern- 
ment of Hawali have had their first 
taste of fighting under the new regime 
in a conflict with rebellious lepers on 
the island of Kauaj. Thev retired, 
however, covered with glory, as the 
lepers surrendered after getting the 
best of the fight, so far as bloodshed 
was concerned. The senseless rumors 
of Royalist outbreaks continue to agi- 
tate easily-startled Honolulu, and , it 
would seem that none but the Royalists 
themselves understand that such talk 
is absurd so long as a foreign, or at 
least an American, warship lies within 
the harbor. 


Mr. Preston of the mint is receiving 


a great amount denunciation 
throughout the country on account of 
his determination only to buy Silver at 
London prices, and when he cannot get 


jit at such prices, not to buy the full 


quota required by law to be’ purchased. 
It does seem curious that a purchasing 
country like England should fix the 
price for a producing country like the 
United States. Moreover, it is scarcely 
probable that when “market price” was 
inserted in the law, it was intended to 
mean the London market price, 


Los Angeles is getting to be a great 
place for conventions. In October there 
will be the National Irrigation Con- 
gress, Which will sit for five days, and 
the State Board of Horticulture has 
decided to hold the next State Fruit- 
growers’ Convention in this city on the 
zist of November,, to last four days, 
Los Angeles will give the fruit-growers 
of the State a warm welcome, and will 
try to show the northern citrus belters 
something worth seeing in the line of 
oranges, although it will be a triffe 
early for that crop. 


San Bernardino has a tempest in a 
teapot, caused by the fact that there 
are lions on the Courthouse—not live 
ones, but stone carvings—and some ex- 
cited citizens see in this a covert at- 
tempt to establish British sovereignty 
over the largest county in the State. 
Since when has perfidious Albion had 
a monopoly of the lion tribe? 


Silver and Gold. 
Senator Manderson’s idea in regard 
to the silver question is that the first 
thing Congress should, and probably 
Will, do is to pass a joint resolution 
that ‘the government will keep every 
silver and paper dollar on a parity with 
gold, That will go a long way in 
settling unrest and the feeling of dis- 


trust. The Senate believes in free 
coinage of silver, with a change of 
ratio. He thinks the present ratio 


should probably be changed from 1 to 
16 to 22 or even 25, the coinage being 
fixed at the market ratio. Such a 
plan of free coinage as this would meet 
with less opposition than that hitherto 
proposed, although it is doubtful 
whether it would satisfy the extreme 
silver men... The ratio might be 
changed at stated periods, to con- 
form to the course of the silver mar- 
ket, although this would be a rather 
clumsy arrangement, and might un- 
settle values toward the time when a 
change was to be made. The whole 
Subject is fraught with much difficulty. 
A letter is published this morning 
in The Times from G. W. E. Grif- 
fith, a prominent Denver banker, who 
has recently invested largely in Los 
Angeles real estate, in which he shows 
by figures that the cessation of free 
coinage is not, responsible for the de- 
cline in value of silver. Mr. Griffith 
attributes the present trouble to the 
great increase in the product of silver, 
which in 1891 was twenty-four times 
greater than the product of gold, 
whereas in 1861 it was only about six 
times greater. 

As Mr. Griffith says, we cannot ig- 
nore these facts. The question is 
whether the United States can main- 
tain the parity between the two metals 
at the ratio of 16 to 1 without the 
co-operation of other nations. Many, 
who are by no means “gold bugs,’’ do 
not believe that we can. If not, the 
next question is whether. and in what 
manner, it is practicable to adopt 
another ratio, in accordance with the 
suggestion of Senator Manderson.

Silver and Gold—Parity of the Metals. 
LOS ANGELES, July 20, 1893.—(To the 
Editor of The Times.) Your correspond- 


ent from Pasadena, J. R. Young, in his 


letter published in your paper July 18, 
says: “The decline in value of silver 
has been caused by the decrease in its 
consumption, caused by the act of Con- 
gress prohibiting its use." 

his is a reckless statement, wholly un- 
founded in fact, and similar to so much 
that is said on this subject. Let us con- 
sider the facts. 

The coinage of silver dollars was dis- 
continued by the act “of February 12, 
1873. Free coinage of silver was estab- 
lished by the law of April 2, 1792, hence 
we had free coinage of silver in this 
country for over eighty years. Under 
the operation of this free coinage act for 
eighty years there were coined at the 
mints: 

Silver dollars, 8,031,238; subsidiary silver 
coins, 182,855,223. 

here was practically no sil¥er in cir- 
culation in the United States in 1873, 
when silver was demonetized. Take the 
year 1872. We had “free and unlimited 
coinage of silver,” and the product of 
our silver mines that year was 22,337,000 
ounces, and the amount. exported the 
Same year was $25,302,543. What good did 
free coinage do the country or the mines? 
The silver was not coined, but shipped 
abroad, because the bullion—the dollar— 
was worth at that time $1.8 in gold. 
For this reason it would not go into cir- 
culation, but was exported, and what 
silver coins were before in circulation 
had been collected and sent out of the 
country. For this reason there was very 
little if any opposition to the act of 1872 
discontinuing the coinage of the dollar. 
Free coinage was of no practical benefit, 
and there never would have been any op- 
position to the act of 1873 had it not 
been for the great increase of silver, and 
the consequent fall in value. 

As above stated, there was no silver in 
circulation in 1873, but on February 238, 
1878, Congress restored the silver dollar, 
and made it a legal tender, and author- 
ized the coinage of not less than $2,000- 

. nor more than $4,000,000, per month. 
On July 1, 1878, we find the total circula- 
tion of silver in the United States, in- 
cluding subsidiary coins and silver cer- 
tificates, to be .134,63. On January 1, 
1892, it had increased to the great sum of 
$521,216,646, or over $455,000,000 increase in 
fourteen years. We fail, therefore, to 
understand what Mr.Young means by 
“the decrease in its consumption, caused 
by the act of Congress prohibiting its 
use,” when by the acts of Congress we 
have over five hundred millions of silver 
in use in fourteen years, while under 
free coinage for eighty years the entire 
product of the mints less than 
two hundred millions. The great in- 
crease in the product of silver is the 
age sg cause of the present trouble. 
n the year 181, the entire product of 
old and silver in the world was as fol- 


ows: 
Gold, 5,800,000 ounces; silver, 31,100,000 
ounces, or 5 36-100 times more silver than 


gold. 

In 1861, the product was: Gold, 5,500,000 
ounces; silver, 32,800,000, or about 6 times 
more silver than gold. 

In 1871, the product was: Gold, 5,175,000 
ounces; silver, 56,600,000 ounces, or about 
ll times more silver than gold. 

In 1881, the product was: Gold, 4,984,000 
ounces; silver, 78,890,000 ounces, 
83-100 times more silver than gold. 

In 1891, the product was: Gold, 6,010,000 
ounces; silver, 140, 865,000 ounces, or 
23 44-100 times more silver than gold. 

We can not ignore these facts. If the 
silver product of the world should fall to 
the same ratio as it was in I1873.-the trou- 
ble would be solved, and this agitation 
would cease. The steady increase of the 


ratio between the product of gold and 
silver presents a very grave difficulty to 
maintain the parity between the two 


metals at the ratio of 16 to 1. 
done bY the United States alone, with- 
out the co-operation of other nations” 
It is a great and serious question, and 
should be discussed in view of the facts. 
We cannot meet the situation by anath- 
ematizing Wall street, and crying ‘gold 
bugs."" Wall street has little to do with 
it. It is the situation and facts that con- 
trol Wall street, as it does us all, and 
how to solve the question and maintain 
the parity of gold and silver is the ques- 
tion before us. GRIFFITH.

THE WHITE METAL. 


Congressman Cannon on 


A Remedy Proposed for Con- 
fronting Evils. | 


Senator White Also Addresses His 
Constituents. 


Two Thousand People Assembled at the Old 
Courthouse Last Night—Both Rep- 
resentatives Will Live Up 
§ their Pledges. 


\ 

An Pr oa of about two thousand 
assembled last night in front of the old 
Courthouse on Market street to hear 
Hon. Marion Cannon, Congressman 
from this district, express his views on 
the silver question.” The Douglass Mili- 
tary Band, which had previously par- 
aded the strects, furnished the music. 

After a sho introduction by the 
president evening, Dist.-Atty. 
Dillon ascendedythe platform and paid 
a high tribute to the member of Con- 
gress from the Sixth California dis- 
trict. He said Mr, Cannon would be 
heard in Congress, not in the dulcet 
tones of a dude, but in honest tones 
from an honest heart. He referred to 
the many perplexing questions of the 
present day, but said the money ques- 
tion was paramount. 

Mr. Cannon was then introduted, and 
was received with applause. After the 
applause had subsided, Mr. Cannon be- 
gan his remarks. He said it was but 
natural that his constituents should 
desire to know his views on 
the question now agitating the 
minds of the American peo- 
ple. The Sixth Congress District of 
California, which had elected him, in- 
tended that he should represent the 
whole district, and he was fully pre- 
pared to carry out the trust. 

Referring to the recent bank failures 
in this city, the speaker declared that 
there was not enough circulating me- 
dium. The time had come to séttle 
this question, and it must be settled 
now in the interests of the great in- 
dustrial classes. He recalled Ingalls’s 
speech in the Senate when that “‘states- 
man now out of a job’’ said there was 
a feeling among the masses that there 
was a conspiracy to depress silver, as 
money, all over the world, in which the 
Senator at that time shared. Mr. Can- 
non said he also coincided fully in that 
belief. The conspiracy, Mr. Cannon 
charged, was engineered by British in- 
fluence through a paid agent, who, in 
addition to looking after the interests 
of gold, also disbursed some of the 
precious metal among members of Con- 
gress when the demonetization act was 
passed. The speaker said the deed was 
done in the dark, no one suspecting the 
surreptitous+omission of certain words 
in the bill, but that it had been pretty 
well substantiated that four men were 
cognizant of this piece of legislative 
jugglery. These men he named as Con- 
gressman Hooper of Massachusetts, 
chairman of the House Committee on 
Currency; John Sherman, then chair- 


man of the Senate Committee on Cur- | 


rency; John Jay Knox, Comptroller, and 
the paid British agent, who afterward 
boasted that he had bought the Ameri- 
can Congress for $500,000, a very cheap 
price. 

Mr. Cannon recalled the passage of 
the Bland law in 1878, and claimed that 
since that time everything had been 
done by parties interested to stop the 
circulation of silver. ‘‘According to the 
statement of the Secretary of the Treas- 
ury,” continued Mr. Cannon, “‘we have 
coined $419,000,000 in standard silver 
dollars; we have now in circulation 
$57,000,000, which is. convincing proof 
that silver has been crowded out. Al- 
though this has been done insidiously, 
yet neither of the old parties dared to 
declare in favor of gold. Both had 
pledged themselves to bimetallism, but 
it ‘seemed to be an understood thing 
that, notwithstanding this, Wall street 
was not to be forgotten. At Omaha, 
however, the platform was clear cut; it 
demanded the coinage of gold and sil- 
ver at the ratio of 16 to 1. There was 
no equivocation or evasion of language 
in this.”’ 
elected by the people would be held 
strictly to their pledges, and as all 
three parties had, in general, declared 
in favor of bimetallism, he had little 
fear in regard to the final outcome. 
If those pledges were broken by others, 
Mr. Cannon declared there was one 
man who would again go before the 
people. The American Congress should 
not take its orders from across the 
water. We were strong enough to 
establish our own system of finance. 

The six largest bond-issuing nations 
of the world were then enumerated. 
France, Russia, England, Germany, 
Italy and the United States, in the 
order named, were shown to be heavy 
borrowing nations, but the entire 
bonded indebtedness of the United 
States, including State and municipal 
bonds, was only $2,027,170,546, a sun 
but half as large as that of France. 
The speaker mentioned this to illus- 
trate two points, one of whicn wes 
that our bonds are mostly held abroad, 
and if silver is crowded to the wall we 
would have to pay in gold. The bonds 
are payable in coin, and if gold is 
teade the only legal tencor we would 
have to pay this indebtedness in the 
yellow metal. But if silver is ac- 
corded its right place we could pay in 
either. metal, as it suited ovr con- 
venience. If silver was demonetited 
entirely it would just increase the value 
of gold so much and in that way the 
bondholders would be proportion- 
ately overpaid, to the corresponding 
detriment of the people of the ‘United 
States. The other point was to 
show the prosperity of France under 
bimetallism. Even with her enor- 
mous bonded debt and with only a 
population of 30,000,000 she holds 
$750,000,000 in silver on a parity with 
gold. Were the United States to 
adopt a bimetallic standard and 
circulate the two metals in a rel- 
atively greater proportion than 
France, then, taking population and 
other differences into conideration, we 
would have $1,300,000,000 in silver at 
a parity with gold. This, Mr. Cannon 
declared, disposed of the cry that 
with our paltry $57,000,000 of white 
metal in circulation there was _ too 
much silver in the United States. 

In recurring to the conspiracy to 
wipe out silver, the speaker  stig- 
matized the recent legislaton in India 
as part of the plan to coerce the 
United States into taking further 
steps in the degradation of the white 
metal. As for himself, Mr. Cannon 
declared, he should vote unequivoc- 
ably against any scheme to de- 
monetize silver, no matter how dis- 
guised. In fact, he said he was in 
favor ofan entire reconstruction of our 
currency laws. First of all the Sher- 
man law must be repealed, it. had 
done more damage to the cause of free 
coinage than any other legislative act, 
but with its repeal some _ better 
measure must be substituted. His 
idea was to withdraw and destroy 
everything in the shape of gold. or 
silver certificates, national bank notes 
and even to call in the old green- 
back, dear as its memory is to the 
masses of the people. Instead of 
this he would issue a uniform treasury 
note and thus have a flexible cur- 
rency of gold, silver and treasury 
notes, based on the wealth and needs 
of the country. At present we have

make up a system which is too com- 
plex in its adaptability. 
The sub-treasury scheme was touched 
upon, and the speaker said if such an 
institution were in existence during the 


late panic in this city not a single bank 


would have had the slightest trouble. 
Maj. Bonebrake and the other bankers 
could have deposited their securities 
and borrowed money at2 per cent. for 
such time as they needed it to tide 
over the temporary depression, He was 
in favor of the sub-treasuryv idea and 
also favored the doing away with the 
national banks. The government is 
now in the loaning business, but is 
favoring a certain class. It should stay 
in the loaning business, but all classes 
should reap the benefits. 

Several men in the crowd here asked 
the speaker questions which were in- 
tended as “staggerers,’”’ but Mr. Can- 
non answered them in a straight-out 


‘Way that silenced the doubters and at 


the same time amused the rest of the 
audience, 

In conclusion, Mr. Cannon said he 
hoped Congress would early adopt 
some satisfactory monetary system. 
This government did not ask confidence 
—it had the means, and therefore did 
not require confidence, as the term was 
used. He intended to support the pres- 
ent administration just so far as it 
acted in the interest of the people. 

Some one here interjected a question 
about the “Geary Act.””’ Mr. Cannon 
answered that he was as solid on that 
as Mr. Geary himself. “He would vote 
for an appropriation large enough to 
deport all Chinamen, and would even 
be in favor of placing some of our men- 
of-war in the business of sending the 
heathen to his home. 

The speaker closed by saying all 
parties were pledged to a system of 
bimetallism, and he thought that when 
Congress met they would get together 
and legislate for the best interests of 
the people. 

Mr. Cannon was repeatedly cheered 
during his random talk, as he denom- 
inated it, and at times the applause 
was continued for several minutes. 

SENATOR WHITE SPEAKS. 

United States Senator White was dis- 
covered in the crowd about this time, 
and there were repeated calls for him. 
He ascended the platform and was 
accorded an ovation. The Senator then 
made a few brief remarks with his cus- 
tomafy tact. He said he had not in- 
tended to be present, but came to 
hear his friend Cannon’s views, and by 
his presence he indorsed them as those 
of a representative who had the peo- 
ple’s interests at heart. The Senator 
said he recognized this was a time for 
deép and earnest refiection. Mr. White 
counseled moderation, and assured the 
people that his aim was to serve his 
country, and that he was prepared, as 
he was certain was alsa Mr. Cannon’s 
intention, to discharge the duties of his 
high office according to the pledges he 
had made. He further said that ex- 
perience in this matter had demon- 
strated that not only must we arrive 
at a conclusion that was right, but 
also that which was feasible. In con- 
clusion, the Senator remarked that we 
were all American citizens and, as 
such, possessed equal powers. These 
had only to be exercised in the proper 
spirit and our country. which is big 
enough for all, would again continue 
on its prosperous career. 

The Senator was again cheered as he 
left the platform, and after a few short 
remarks by others, the people dis- 
persed. 

Congressman Cannon leaves this 
afternoon for Chicago, where he will 
attend the silver convention. ,Thence 
he proceeds to Washington, where he 
expects to arrive on the Saturday be- 
fore the opening of the extra session.

There was another postponement or- 
dered in the Hamilton divorce case 
yesterday, it still appearing that the 
defendant, Sam Hamilton, was ill, and 
unable to attend court in person. Be- 
fore any proceedings were taken or or- 
ders made, Mr. Valentine, counsel ‘for 
the wife, arose and stated that Mrs. 
Hamilton had lived away from home 
for some time through fear of her hus- 
band, and that, as the residence prop- 
erty belonged to her alone, she would 
like to be allowed to occupy the place. 
This she could not do if Hamilton.was 
Gllowed to remain there. 

Cc. C. Stephens, Esq., on the other 
Bide, had also something to say. He 
stated that, to his knowledge, Mr. 
Hamilton had written several letters 
to his wife, asking her to return to the 
house, and promising that he would 
not trouble her in any way if she did 
g0, to which Mr. Valentine replied that 
such promises had been made before, 
and that Mrs. Hamilton, in this in- 
stance, would have no assurance that 
they were to be relied upon. 

The court held that it was very clear 
that the law declared the home of the 
wife to be the abiding place of the hus- 
band so long as the two were married, 
and intimated that he could not legally 
direct that the husband vacate the 
premises. 

Mr. Stephens then suggested that an 
order be made allowing Mrs. Hamilton 
to return home and take a friend with 
her, and that Hamilton be ingtructed 
not to molest her in any way. Judge 
Van Dyke saw no other solution of the 
difficulty, and made the desired order. 
The case was then continued, to be 
reset. 

’t' was evident that the order was 
not at all satisfactory to Mrs. Hamil- 
ton, for she undoubtedly was not will- 
ing to run the risk of being ill-treated 
as she already has been while living 
under the same roof with her husband. 

COLLECTED THE 

Henry Schmit, who formerly ran a 
restaurant on Broadway, having re- 
sided in the town for some time past, 
made up his mind early in the week to 
gather his personal property and seek 
new pastures. Accordingly,. he packed 
his effects and, with his worthy spouse, 
made arrangements to leave the city 
on the late train Monday evening. He 
failed to let the news of his intended 
departure be generally known, how- 
ever, for reasons which afterward de- 
veloped in very rapii sequence. it 
seems that, during his business opera- 
tions, Schmit had cortracted several 
tills which he failed to settle. One of 
Lis creditors, a butcher, found out at 
about 9 o’clock Monday night that the 
wily restaurateur contemplated mov- 
ing, and he lost no time in hunting up 
Constable Rogers and notifying him of 
the fact. Rogers in turn visited the 
house of Justice Bartholomew, and in 
Short order had out an attachment. 
Hurrying down to the depot, the officer 
seized upon a trunk belonging’ to 
Schmit. The Schmit family were 
very mtich dismayed when they found 
that their departure was to be delayed, 
and, after fishing around in his pock- 
ets; the husband sadly drew forth a 
few dollars, which he handed to Mr. 
Rogers. This was not enough to sat- 
isfy the butcher, so Mrs. Sehmit as 
sorrowfully fumbled about in her 
clothes, bringing out several more 
coins, which she declared, with tears in 
her eyes, was all the money she had. 
Finding that there was no other way 
out of the scrape, after considerable 
haggling, Mr. Schmit, in desperation, 
dove down into his pockets and drew 
forth a huge buckskin sack, containing 
something over $400 in got, and 
counted out the necessary amount, 
when his baggage was released. The 
final settlement in the case was con- 
cluded in the Township Court yester- 
day morning, and the Schmit family 
started anew on their journey to the 
depot as fast as they could travel.

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PASSENGER RATES. 


The Meeting Making Lit- 
tle Progress. 


San Diego’s New Railroad Gets a 
County Franchise. 


Reported That the Southern Pacific 
Will Economize. 


Santa Fe Financial Officials Go North to 
‘See About Taxes—General, Local 
and Personal Railroad 
Mention. 


It is reported that the Southern 
Pacific Company is contemplating 
more retrenchment. Now the economy 
is to be gained by taking off a number 
of trains and laying off a correspond- 
ing number of crews. It is said that 
one of the trains to be taken off on the 
ist prox. will be the Santa Barbara 
local, which now leaves Los Angeles at 
4:50 p.m. Passengers for Santa Bar- 
bara will then go up on the San Fran- 
cisco express, connecting with a short 
to and fro train at Saugus. A patron 
of the road who lives up there says 
that this move will be unpopular with 
a great many people, especially those 
who had granted right-of-way for the 
Burbank and Chatsworth Park line on 
a promise of improved train service. 
Another train that is to go off on the 
Ist is the local to Colton called the 
“flyer.” Other trains on various 
branches are to be taken off. according 
to the report, which. is not official. 
Economy is now the watchward on all 
the railroads. 

PASSENGER AGENTS WORKING. 

CHICAGO. July 25.—(By the Asso- 
clated Press.) A long and animated 
session of the Western Passenger As- 
sociation was held today to discuss 
World’s Fair rates. but no conclusion 
was reached. The Santa Fe submitted 
a net proposition which will be con- 
sidered tomorrow. The war rates 
made effective by the Great Northern 
and Northern Pacific were introduced 
in new territory today. St. Louis roads 
are beginning to apply them to busi- 

mess between St. Louis, Salt Lake and 
Ogden, making the rate between those 
points $31. 

THE SAN DIEGO AND PHOENIX. 

The application made by the San 
Diego and Phoenix Railway Company 
for a franchise on National avenue, 
through Chula Vista, came up before 
the supervisors this morning. A _ re- 
cent law requires that such franchise 
must be granted, not merely to an ap- 
plicant, but after due advertisement, 
to the highest bidder. The San Diego 
and, Phoenix was the only bidder, and 
its bid was $30. - 

A petition in protest was received, 
however, stgned by sixteen owriers of 

property on the avenue, Mbjecting to the 
use of National avenue for railway pur- 
poses. The petition was headed by the 
San Diego Land and Town Company, 
per John Boal, manager. Among other 
signers were Warren and Frank Kim- 
ball, J. L. Griffith and Parsons Shaw. 
Warren Kimball and Mr. Shaw did the 
talking for their ‘side. Both objected 
to the franchise on National avenue, 
because they swanted that avenue re- 
served for a driveway, and the con- 
struction of the railway would ruin it 
for that purpose. Mr Kimball favored 
a franchise on Eighth street, half a 
mile west of and parallel to National 
avenue. But official maps were pro- 
duced to show that Eighth street was 
not dedicated to the public, and is, 
‘therefore, private land, and chiefly 
owned by the Land and Town Com- 
pany, every foot of which would have 
to be condemned before a right-of-way 
could be secured, 

President D. C. Reed and Mayor Carl- 
son spoke for the railroad company. 
»Mr. Reed held that this protest was 
simply another step in the Land and 
Town Company’s efforts to block the 
San Diego and Phoenix, and he was 
surprised to learn that Frank and War- 
ren Kimball were with the Land and 
Town Company in this matter. He 
pointed out that the California South- 
ern Railway Compay, of which the 
Land.and Town Company is a mere 
creatire,..after violating its pledges 
and moving its offices and machine 
shops from National City, is now act- 
nally tearing up the National City 
wharf to move it to Los Angeles. The 
California Southern, he said, had vio- 
lated every pledge they had made, and 
yet the victims of those _ violated 
pledges were opposed to an honest ef- 
fort to afford them relief. 
Mayor Carlson became vigorously 
| personal, and described some of the 
people ‘who were now suddenly strik- 
ing at the San Diego and Phoenix proj- 
ect as “rattlesnakes,’”’ who were doing 
no good to the community themselves, 
but were a threatening danger in the 
| path of progress. In reply to some ar- 
» guments presented, Carlson said it had 
been urged that the San Diego and 
Phoenix follow a route which -would 
take it through what is called Tele- 
graph.Canyon. Every acre approach- 
ing and through that canyon is owned 
by the Land and Town Company. 

Carlson further: claimed that no in- 
ury would be done the residents along 

ational avenue by the construction of 
a railway, and pointed to the fact that 
railway tracks now lay before the resi- 
dences of both Frank and Warren Kim- 
ball. “If those tracks were to now be 
removed,’’ continued Carlson, ‘‘the 
Kimballs would be out early with in- 
junctions against it.’’ 

President Reed arswered a sugges- 


tion that the San Diego and Phoenix 
buy the Coronado Belt line by saying 
that the Belt line was built during the 
boom, and was heavily ‘bonded, so that 
it could not be bought at satisfactory 


res. 

At the conclusion of the argument, 
the board, unanimous vote, granted 
the franchise as asked for. An ordi- 
nance was immediately drawn and 
signed to that effect.

FAILED TO SETTLE. 


A «General Manager’? Who is 
in Urgent Demand. 


Walter E. Brown's Business Associates Very 
Anxious to Meet the Gentleman 
With a View to a 
Settlement. 


Last fall Walter E. Brown of National 
City put in a month of very active work 
between Los Angeles and San Bernar- 
dino organizing a company called the 
Southern California Land and Water 
Company. He succeeded in procuring 
the assistance of several men who had 
formerly known him in National City 
and reposed confidence in him, together 
with other parties in Los Angeles, and 
in a short time the company was char- 
tered and organized under apparently 
very favorable auspices, and launched 
upon the business world with Mr. Brown 
as general manager. 

Mr. Brown gave an abundance of 
good talk and had a number of schemes 
and propositions already on hand, ripe 
for business, whereby the company 
could’ at once begin to realize large 
profits on its stock. 

As all other members of the company 
were men holding positions which re- 
quired most of their time, they congrat- 
ulated themselves on having such a 
promising and able pecson as Mr. 
Brown to conduct the affairs of the 
company. 

According to the by-laws the general 
manager was to ‘receive all moneys 
paidinto the company and pay the 
same immediately to the treasurer.”’ 
He was also required to furnish bonds 
for the faithful discharge of his duties. 

When the company was ready to do 
business Mr. Brownls bond was not 
ready, for reasons which appeared very 
satisfactory, but would be at the next 
meeting, Mr. Brown naming some wery 
responsible men who were to indorse 
for him, one of them being in Sacra- 
mento at the time. 

Under these circumstances Mr. Brown 
was allowed to proceed and start work. 

Soon after, several hundred dollars 
worth.of stock haviog been sold and no 
money turned over to the treasurer, 
Mr. Brown was hunted up and an ex- 


planation demanded. 


He promised to straighten matters at 
once, and at the sametime named a 
date for a meeting to be called for the 
purpose of presenting his bond for ac- 
ceptance. 

The meeting was called on the date 
named by Mr. Brown, but he failed to 
put in an appearance. He also failed 
to pay over to the treasurer the money 
belonging to the company. 

Since that time Mr. Brown has been 
avery scarce maa, at least to any mem- 
bers of the company. He is supposed 
to be in San Diego or National City, 
but so far has shown no particular de- 
sire to meet his former business asso- 
ciates, who are unable to get any re- 
dress. 

The board of directors of the com- 
pany is composed of J. F. Parker of San 
Bernardino, and P. A. Barker, Robert 
Wiley, Hiram Leithead, F. W. Madison, 
William Ferguson and the absent 
Brown. 

Most of the men are employees of the 
Southern California Railway, who made 
Brown’s acquaintance in National City, 
and they are anxious to have a’con- 
ference with their general manager. 
It is also stated that other people in 
Los Angeles are very anxious to again 
see Mr. Brown on account of sundry 
items of indebtedness, which in the 
pressure of business he forgot to 
liquidate.
